Bosides, thora is a» prospect of communica- 
tion being shortly established via China 
and Burmah. Qor contemporary, the 
Pimeer Mail, in a recent article, refers as 
i followa to tha rapid progress that i is being 
made in this direction :— 


We have from time to time noted the 
rapid extension of. the Chineso telegraph 
lines westward towards tho frontier of Up- 
per. Burma, and it is satisfactory to see 
from the annual report of the Indian Tele- 
gtaph Department that only a short liuk is 
Bow missing in the chain of overland som- 
munication, On this side Bhamo is con- 
nected by‘ wire with Mandalay, which is 
again in touch with Calcutta by the Chin- 
dwin and Manipur fines. Onthe Yuonan 
side the Chinese lino turns from Shanghai 
through the provineéds of Hupd, Szechnen 
and Yunnan. There are three offices open 
in the last-named provinces, the present 
terminus being at Momein, distant only 
somé 140 miles from Bhamo. The Indian 
authorities could at once extend their wire 
to the frontier, aome 30 or 40 wiles east of 
Bhamo ; and it therefore uevds no great 
effort of co: operation on the part of Chins 
to make the through line an accomplished 
fact. This would. give cheaper and more 
direct communication with Pekin‘and the 
eastern seaports on the China coast, and 
relieve the pressure on |the. Madras- Penang 
cable, over which thera is very heavy 
traffic. {The Chinese Government have 
already chown.so much enterprise in build- 
ing their lino to Weatern Yunnan that they 
ate not likely to hesitate now to put up 
another 100 miles of wire. In a year or 
two it is likely that Chittagong will be con- 
nected direct with Mandalay by way of the 
Lushai country, and thus the distance be- 
tween India and China will be atill further’ 
shortened. In any case’ we may hope tot 
seo within a short time an. uninterrupted 
line of posts aud wirea stretching right 
across Asia from the Bosphorus to the Yel- 
low Sea.

THE FATE OF THE ROCK TERRACE 

Onur readers will doubtloas remember the 
New Brauswick ship Rock Tervace, which was 
abandoned near the island of Guam in a 
rather mysterious way by the Csptaiu and 
crew. The vessel had been navigated for 
thirty daya after she struck’ on a sunken 
rock in the Pacitio, An enquiry was held 
in Hongkong and the Captain's certificate 
‘Was suspended for six munths, Tha Rock 
Terrace, which was a vessel of about 1769 
tona, hed » large cargo of kerosene on board 
for Hingo,. The Court in. Hongkong con-" 
sidered that the ship: mighé easily have 
beon taken to some port in the Philippine 
Islands, that the Captain’s conduct was only 
explicable on tho ground that the mental 
anxiety he had undergone hud temporarily 
undermined hisreason, andthat the order to» 
bandon tha ship waa givon in a ft, of des- 
Ppondency. Thoro, waa some talk in Hong. 
kong at the timo of searching for the ship, 
which would hava.been a valuable prize. 
However nothing was doné in the matter; 
end the Rock Terrace was allowed , to drift 
about the ocean until shu met the fate de- 
actibed,.in the following story :—

Wiederhofer,’ who -performed the autopsy 
ou the remains of Orown Prince Rudolph, 
found a large wound in the side of his head, 
which muat have cauacd instant death. .A’ 
revolver, with one chamber discharged, was 
found on the bedside, close. to the right 
hand of the.dead Princo. The position in 
which it was found proves beyond a doubt 
that the Prince committed euicide, ‘ The 
pericranium'was torn ‘and skull bones par... 
tinily shattered. During the Inat faw weeks 
the Crown Prince had. manifested pigns of 
morbid nervons excitement. °: Therefore, 
the Wiener Zeitung says, the view that the 
shooting was the redult of temporary montal 
derangement muat be-adhered to. Some 
time previous to his death, the Crown 
Prince complained of headaches, attributed 
to un injury to his head which he austained 
by a fall from a horse last autumn. Tha 
only letter left. by tha Crown Prince waa 
ong addressed to his mother, 

London, February 1.—The Pall Malt Ga- 
zette. says it ig privately informed. from 
Vienna that Rudolph committed suicide 
because it was optional with him to take 
his own life or fight o duel with a brothar 
of a Princess, who isa member of one of 
the highest families und whom he. had se- 
duced.. When concealment was no longer’ 
possible the Princess confessed her ahamo ~ 
to her brother, who. gave Rudolph the al.
